CHOPS IN GERMANY. 

A VIgoron6 Effort Necessary to Prevent Fam- 
ine and Suffering. 

EEia.i.v, June 22. — Uliieiul statistioB have 
been published regardint; tho condition of 
the Prussian crops to the niiddlo of June. 
These show tho condition of ordinary wheat 
and rye was good, while lliat of oats and 
b'lrley was inid<lling, and that of German 
wheat was niiddlin}.; lo poor. Tho pntito 
crop was in giHid condition, li^id reports 
arc given of clover and hay. Notes append- 
ed to the report give a gloerny iiiipresHion. 

On good soils, e.Hpeeially in II mover and 
Weatpluili'i, where more rain had fallen, 
the crops are generally good, while iu Uran- 
dcuberg and oilier States, where the soil is 
light and sandy, the prolonged drought has 
proved disastrous. The ocurcity of foildor 
has become a national calamity, alihongh 
the German States, by redncing freight and 
other measures, are doing all ihey can to 
alleviate the suffering. 

At a meeting of tho \Vnrtetnljurg peas- 
ants a petition to tho King was friinicd, 
asking him to convoke the Lmdtag and 
ask a grant for the purchase of todder 
abroad anil its distribution among the 
peueants on credit. Tho W'urtemburg min- 
isters are coneultiag experts in tho Ucsso on 
the situation. The Lantag has been sum- 
moned 10 meet on June 22 for a similar pur. 
pose. Along the Rhine and in &esae Nas- 
sau the greatest soaroity prevails. The 
price of hay has risen eight, nine and in 
some places to ten shillings per hundred 
weight. From Strasburgit is reported tliat 
meat is selliDc; at suob a price that the pea- 
aant farmers have been forced to slaughter 
their cattle, and it is feared that the result 
will bo a meat famine in 1894. 

The Frankfurter /Ceitung gives instances 
in Wurteniburg where animals worth $,'J(l(l 
have beeu sold for S<jl). In the towns tho 
price of meat is little changed, but it is cer- 
tain to rise rapidly when the tcarcily begins 
to bo felt, in many ca.ses cattle have been 
starved to death. The Frankfurter Zeitung 
suggests tliat the customs duties be repealed 
on fodder, and that the government make a 
vigorous ell'ort to eniiblc the people to pre- 
serve their Htock callle ami avert a famine 
before it is loo late. 



ANARCHIST CONSPIRACIES. 

DlBCOVPry of a Wide KMondlng I'lot, 

MAPltiD, June 22. — The ollicial investiga- 
tion into the bon.b ( xploaion at the resi- 
dence of Senor Canovas del Castillo at mid- 
night Tuesday, bus led to tho discovery of a 
plot that embraces anarchists in several 
iCuropcau countries. The popular excite- 
ment caused by the outrage has died out in 
a great meaauro, bat the officials are still 
endeavoring to ascertain the names of all 
those implicated in (he affair. Twenty- 
three arrests have already been made, and 
more are expected to follow shortly. Tho 
police aro still pressing Square/, the man 
who was badly injured by the explosion, 
and who was captured before he could make 
his escape, to divulge all the details of the 
plot. Ho has already made admissions 
showing tliat the conspiracy had wide rarni- 
Gcalions. He has also lold the police the 
name of the man who was seen with him 
near the residence of 8cnor Canovas del 
Castillo prior to the explosion, but who dis- 
appeared just before the explosion. The 
third man of tho party is known to the 
police.

CAPITAL NOTES 

Tlie Tliousand Islands to be Sold at 
Auction— Canada's Dairy 
Successes. 

Departure of Bisley Team— Planks of 
the Piatl'orm of the 
Reformers. 

(From our own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, June 22. — The Govemmeni has 
decided to ofTer the Thousand Islands iu 
the St. Lawrence for sale, without condi- 
tions as to settlement, by public auotion in 
a short time. 

The Uisley team report for inspection at 
Montreal on Saturday morning, and sail for 
England the same afternoon. Sergt. Kols- 
ton, of the 20th battalion, Hagarsvillo, to- 
day resigned from the team. The waiting 
man, Quartermaster-Sergeant Jardiuo, of 
tho 29th Waterloo battalion, was tele- 
graphed to, and be replied to-night accept- 
ing. 

Hon. Wilfred Laurier and Madame 
L'iurier left for home this afternoon. A 
largo number of friends saw them leave. 
Just before the carriage started, James 
Sutherland, M.P., the Liberal whip, pre- 
sented a beautiful bouquet to Mudamo Lau- 
rier. To night but few delegates remain in 
town. 

Lnval University has conferred the dis- 
tinction of Doctor of Ijottcrs on Mr. IJour- 
inot, clerk of iho Uouse of Cciiinions. 

Dairy Cominieaioner Kotiertson returned 
from Chicago to-day. Ho ia jubilant at the 
success of Canada's cheese competition. The 
total entries were 0(17, of which Canada seut 
162. The medals awarded were 135, of 
which Canada captured 126, leoving only 
nine for tho United States. 

Mr. Sinolutr, for many yeafs the efficient 
chief clerk of the department of Indian 
affairs, has been superannnotcd at his own 
rfcjuest, having completed thirty -five years 
of public service. D. C. Scott, a well kno\tu 
Liberal, has been promoted to the vacant 
chief olerkahip. A better choice could not 
have been made. 

A boy named Robert Watson, son of a 
milkman living near Billing's bridge, was 
struck by lightning last evening and in- 
stantly killed. 

Tho Maritime Province delegates to the 
31rit convention formed a Liberal Association 
to day, Hon. L. H. Dtvies president. 

The following resolution compriaes tho 
platform adopted by the Liberal party : 
" We, the Liberal party of Canada, in con- 
vention assembled, declare that the customs 
tariff should bo baaed, not as it now ia, upon 
the protective principle, but on the require- 
ments of tho public service; that the exist- 
ing tariff, founded upon an unsound 
principle, and used aa it has been, 
l)y the Government, as a corrupting 
agent wherouith to keep themselves in 
oilice, has develoiird nionnpoliea, trusts 
and combines ; it I .-l Ic reased the value of 
tarm and oilier landed property. It has op- 
pressed the iiiasfluH to the enrichment of a 
few, it has checked immigriition, it haa 
caused loss of population, it has impaired 
ccininicrce, it has discriminated against 
Great Britain, and in many other waya it 
has occasioned great public and private in- 
jury, all (jf vvliicli evils must continue to 
grow in ialin.'iiiy ijo King aa the present 
larill Hysteiii reiiiuina in force ; 

" That tho highest interests of Cunada 
demand the removal of this obstacle to our 
country's progress by tho adoption of a 
Hound tiscal policy which will do no injury to 
any class, will promote domestic and foreign 
trade and accelerate the return of prosperity 
to the people ; that to that end tho taritf 
should be reduced to tho needs of honest, 
economical and ellicient government ; that 
it should be so adju.'ited as to make trade as 
free aa possible, as to bear as lightly as poa 
aible upon the necessarica of life, and ahould 
be so arranged aa to promote trade with tho 
whole world, and particularly with Great 
Britain and the United States. 

" We believe tho results of a protective 
ayatem have grievously disappointed thous- 
ands of persons who honestly supported it, 
and that the country, in the light of ex- 
perience, is now prepared to deolare for 
a sound fiscal policy. The issue be 
tween tho two political parties is now 
clearly definod. The Government them- 
selves admit the failure of their fiscal policy , 
and now prifc b their willingneea to make 
aome chungea, but they say that such 
changes must be baaed only on the principle 
of protection. We denounce tho principle 
of [irotection as radically unsound and un- 
jual to the maasea of the people, and we 
declare onr conviction that any tarilf changes 
baaed nn t h;\t principle muat fail lo oiler 
any aiibataiilial relief from tho burdens 
under which the country labors. This iaauo 
we uiilieailatingly accept, anil upon it wo 
await with the fullest contidenco the verdict 
of the electors of Canada." 



TORONTO TOPICS. 

.Llbcl Suit ARttlnst tho "World" Wltbilrawu 
—Winnipeg and the Canadian Pacifle 
Railway, 

TouoNTo, June 22. — (Special). — Tho suit 
entered by Mayor Fleming against W . F. 
McLean, M. P. , proprietor of tho World, 
claiming damages on account of an alleged 
libellous article which appeared in the 
World, has been withdrawn, Mr. McLean 
baring agreed to publish a retraction of the 
charges. 

Tho Empire's Montreal corrcapondent 
Hays that General Passenger Agent Mc- 
Nicoll, of the Canadian Paoino, declares the 
report to the effect that the Canadian 
Pacific intends to freeze out th« city of 
Winnipeg is the veriest twaddle. The 
Great Northern is doing all the freezing.

"ia a compiirativoly small portion of tho 
traflic any way, as all our influence is exer- 
cised in favor of the main lino via Port 
Arthur and \N'innipeg. Tho last named 
city need never, in fact, be alarmed aa far 
aa tho Canadian i'acilic is concerned, for 
our interests in that city aro too extonaivo 
to permit of even the conaidcration of auoh 
a policy aa hinted at.

MONTREAL MATTERS. 

Death of an Old Journalist and Politician- 
Province of Quebec Bille Association. 

Mo.VTREAi,, June 22.— (Special.) — The 

death is announced of Murdoch Mclvor, a 
well-known journalist, udvocato and poli- 
tician of former years. The deceased v,'as 
aged U9. He was one of those who ver^ 

prominent in tho trottblons . times when the 
Viceroy, Lord Elgin, was asaailed with rot- 
ten eggs on his- way from the Parliament 
House in this city to his residence at Monk- 
lands, since known as the Villa Marie con- 
vent, and destroyed by fire during tho last 
few days. He was associated with many of 
the minor movements since that time, and 
waa a cogent writer on tho Confederation 
question, since which agitation he 
haa lived in comparative retire- 
ment, only occasionally dipping hia pen 
in fire and gall as ho recounted the days of 
old and discussed the leading spiriis iu 
them. He was u good lowyer, oml though 
ho practised but seldom, afforded valuable 
counsel to some of his younger confreres 
He was a Highhind Scotchman, and in hia 
bearing and language amply demonstrated 
bis nationality. 

At tho Province of Quebec Rille Associ- 
ation meeting, yesterday, the Carsbake 
trophy was won by the Sixth Fusiliers, of 
Montreal, with a total of 709.

Gladstone's Projiospd Chaaeres In the 
Fiuancidl clauses of 
the Bill. 

Irish Leailfra Disiiiiiioiutid With the 
Contemplated Anieiulraratg -John 
Redmond's Notice. 



London, June 22. — In the House of Com- 
mons, to-day, &Ir. Gladstone explained the 
alterations the Government bad decided to 
make in the financial clauses of the Irish 
Home Rule bill. He proposed a provisional 
term of six years to effect tho financial ar- 
rangements. Ivo change in managing or 
collecting tho existing taxes would bo made. 
The Irish Parliament would be empowered 
to establish new taxes, Ireland's contribu- 
tion to the Imperial exchequer would be 
one-third of tho ascertained revenue, al- 
though tho whole yield of any taxes im- 
posed upon Ireland by the Imiieriid Piirlia- 
inent exprcfsly for war or special defence 
would he required. At the close ol six 
yeara the contribution and iho whole ar- 
rangement would be revised, and it would 
be provided tnat Irelaiiil should collect and 
manage tho taxation, with the exception of 
the customs and excise duties. 

Mr. John Reilmond, (Parnellite) inoinber 
for Waterfiird city, gave notice that he 
would oppsse the clause preventing tho Irish 
Parliament from collecting and regulating 
existing taxation as unjust and humiliating 
to Ireland. 

Interviews with Justin McCarthy and 
other Irish leaders show tint they are dis- 
appointed over the proposed alterations in 
the financial clauses of the Home Rule bill. 
Before committing themselves to o|>po3o or 
reject the alterations, a party conference 
will be held aod the sense of the party 
taken.

.Many IteipioBts That They May Call nt I'olnts 
on Their Way Up the Lakes. 

W.isHi.Nc.TON, June 22,— Tho CoUimbian 
caravels aro attracting public intcrcjt on 
their voyage to Chicago, and the Navy de- 
partment is being pressed to allow thorn to 
atop en route at various points, in order 
that tho citizena may have an opportunity 
to aes the atrange craft and pay duo rc- 
apecta to the Spanish ollicora. I'hese appli- 
caliona come not only from our own citi- 
zens, but from the reaidcnta of (!anndiun 
towns and citiea along the St. Lawrence 
river and the <ireat Likea, and Postmasler- 
Genural llieaell has trunaniitted a reiiueat in 
behalf of the people of Rochester. 'I'hc cir- 
cumstances under which tho caravels are 
being taken to Chicaco are such tlua tho 
Navy department ia unable to comply with 
these re<jucat8. The vessels aro being 
towed under contract and tho department 
has no authority to interfere with their 
movements, although it may be within the 
power of the Spanish commander to stop at 
such places as ho deairea to viait,

"A DAMNABLE HOAX." 

Scene in the French Clambers Over 
Doeanieuts Said to Hare 
Seen Stolen. 



Charge Tliat Certain Papers 
Been Stolen and Soii to 
Great Britain. 



Had 



Pakis, June 22. — In the Chambor of De- 
puties, to day, M. Millevoye asked several 
questions concerning the extradition of Bl. 
Horz, and the dooamenta alleged to have 
been stolen from a strong box at the Britisli 
Embassy, with regard to tho Uerx matter. 

M. Dupuy replied that ICnglund hikd done 
everything possible for her to do, to grant 
the extradition as requested by France. As 
for the stolen documents, ho said that the 
Pabho Prosecutor could take no knowledge 
from stolon documents. 

M. Millevnye then stated that ho hud tho 
text of several of the documents. With re- 
spect to tho negotiations with Mr. Austin 
Lee, secoiul secretary of the Bririah Lm- 
b leay in Paris, all of which bore ilic dale of 
April 2, ISil,'!, M. Millevoye alarted to read 
tho doeumi-ata. He got aa far as "I saw 
to-duy M. Cleiueneeau," when M do Velio 
interrupted liini, and begged the i'rc.iidcut 
of the Chuiiiber to consider llie matter an 
iuternationiil queation. 

Baron do Marcy suggested that tho 
Chamber resolve itself ioto a secret commit- 
tee to hear tlio documents; but lUb anggea- 
tion WHS voted down. 

M. Millevoye further acoused M, 
Clemen ccuu of delivering to England 
private letters that had passed be- 
tween M. Ribot, lately Prime Min- 
ister and Minister of Foreign Alfaira, 
and the Fronch Minister to Egypt, and be- 
tween M. Robert and the French Am baaaa- 
dor at Constantinople. He prodaced a list 
of aainea of the persons and of the papers 
whom he alleged England had bribed, and 
the amount of money given as bribes, which 
were read amid an uproar that al- 
most drowned his voice : Lo Tempa, 50,- 
000 francs ; Lo .Matin, :)0,000 francs ; Lo 
Jour, 15.000; M. Roobefort, 80,000; M. 
ClomBnoeau, 50,(X)0, 

Ab this point the uproar and confusion in 
the Chamber became tremendous. The 
membera of the extreme Left roaa from their 
seats and demands were made that M. Mil- 
levoye leave the Chamber. 

M. Millevoye, however, stood hia ground, 
and when a sembtanoe of order and quiet 
waB restored he ahooted, " The whole thing 
ia a scandal, M, Bardeau received 5,000 
francs." 

M. Bardeau 3prang from hia seat and ex- 
claimed, " I eipoot the Chamber to vindi- 
cate my honor." 

111. Clemonccau and all tho members of 
the party of the extreme Left again rose 
from their seats and hooted. After a time 
they icfliaced that the rest of the paper be 
read. M. Millevoye again started to read, 
but M. Do Roulcdo, who ia also a Bou- 
langist, stated that he could nut listen to 
him and would resign his leat rather than 
do so. 

Tho order of the day was then moved to 
the offfct that the Chamber condemned tho 
doeunienta aa spurious, and regretted that 
the lime bail been foolishly wasted in lia- 
teuing to their preaeuliitiou. This was ad- 
opted by u ])ractically unaniinous vote, only 
four members voting ugainat. it, while 489 
voted in favor of it. 

M. de Rouledc retired to a committee 
room, where he spout a long time, refusing 
to receive hia most intimate colleagues. 

M. Millevoye left the Chamber, declaring 
that he he would resign hia seal in order 
that he ni'ght act independently. 

Moat cf tho documents in M. Millovoyc'a 
posseasion ure letters purporting to huve 
been signed by Hon. N. Liater, secretary of 
the British Embassy, some time ago. Mr. 
Liater was transferred to Athena, however, 
about a year before tho date of the letters. 
The letters are regarded generally na bare- 
faced and clumsy forgeries. When M. 
Millevoye referred to that part of a certain 
letter which mentioned a projected alliance 
between the United Stutca and Russia, the 
whole Chamber shouted, laughed and 
jeered, and M. de Ville remarked that the 
whole matter waa evidently a damnable 
hoax. 

Upou quitting tho Clinmber to-day, M. 
Clemenceau was eurronnded by hia friends, 
who congratulated him in view of the evi- 
dent jjroundloaBncsa of M, Millevoye's 
charges. M. M illevoye'a friends blame him 
for his reekluBsneaa in making charges 
which, they say, he must have known to be 
without the slightest baaia in fact. M. de 
V^ille showed to-day that ho viewed Mille- 
voyu'a conduct from a charilablo point of 
view, und conaidored him liniictib in his be- 
lief that the documents are genuine. M. do 
Roiilede tays, lato this evening, that hia re- 
eignatiou is finul. 

BANK SLSPiCNHION AT WHATCOM.

Sha'iti.k, June 22. — A special from New 
Whatcom says tho h'irat National Bank 
closed ita doors at noon to-day. Inability 
to realize upon its securities is the cause 
given for the suspension. Tho bank ofliciula 
state that their asacts are double their 
iiabilitiea, and that their depositors will bo 
paid in full aa soon aa they can roali/.e on 
their securities. Tho bank exaniiaera will 
be here in a few days. The depositors feel 
con0dent that they will receive one hundred 
cents on the dollar. There ia no excite- 
nieat, and the svapenaion did not precipi- 
tate tuna on the other faanka,

U. S. Connsel Carter's Objections to 
Certain Documents — Tlie 
Point Left Ojien. 



What Phelps Says iu Reply to Sir 
Charles fiasseli— British 
iBCOBsistency. 



Pakis, June 22. — When the tribunal met 
to-day Sir Richard Webster proposed to In- 
troduce documents that wero submitted to 
the British Parliament last night, relating 
to tho Ruaaian agreement to indemnify the 
owners of sealing vessels seized by the Rus- 
sian authorities. Sir Richard said that the 
documents were now public, and therefore 
could be received by the tribunal. 

U S. Connsel Carter strongly objected to 
the admission of the documenta, saying that 
to receive them would be admitting new 
evidence. 

Baron de Courcollea did not agree with 
hia viow of the matter. 

Mr. Carter vigoroualy reiterated that the 
Americana, having no chance to preaent 
their viewp, it would bo an injustice and an 
iniquity to admit the documenta Sir 
Richard Webster desired to present. 

Biron de Courcellea then said that since 
counsel for the United States maintained 
his objection to the adniisaiun of tho docu- 
menta, he would havo to consult hia cul- 
Ipaguoa aa to the admisaibiliiy of tho docu- 
ments. 

The seven arbitrators then held a cenfer- 
encc, which laatcd twenty niinutea. When 
the conference ended Baron de Courcelles 
announoetl that ho would not now decide 
tho question. The tribunal would havo 
them read and decide the matter of their 
adiniasibility afterwards. 

Sir Richard then read the documenta. 

Mr. C. Robinson, of British counsel, 
spoke on the question of regulations, and in, 
the coarse o| his remarks defended Canada's 
intervention in the negotiations that took 
place between Mr. Blaine, then Am- 
erican Secretary of State, and Lord 
Salisbury, then British Premier. 

After remarking that the British aaser- 
tion that the United States wished to de- 
clare tho Behring Sea a mare c/aii.mm was- 
untrue, Mr. Phelps said that the aeizurea of 
pelagic sealing vessels were tfTected under 
the American cluiin to the right to protect 
tho seals. The Government next endea- 
vored to obtain a convention, which, waiv- 
ing ita rights, would preaervo tho aenla, 
The convention was only defeated by 
Cauida'a interference, on the ground that 
protection was needleas after an agreement 
reapecting a close aeason had failed. 
Throughout tho negotiations, Mr. Pbclps 
further said, Great Ijritain had never do- 
fended pelagic aculing ; but, while denying 
tho Americans the right to protect them- 
selves against the British, Lord Salisbury 
had professed a readineea to accept all regu- 
lations necessary to preserve the seals, pro- 
posing the appointment of a joint commia- 
siou to this end. Now, Great Britoin had 
veered round after the arbitration treaty 
had been concluded, und based her case 
upon an elaborate defence of pelagic aeal- 
ins;, insistinc; that no regulations would be 
acceptable to her which were inconsistent 
with the prosperity of the pelagic hnnteri. 
Mr. Pbelpa then began a oriticum of Sir 
Charles Russell's argument on intornatienal 
law. ' 



DEMAND FOR GOLD.

Ni;w YoKK, June 22.— Tho financial strin- 
gency on the PaciDo Coast has resulted in 
heavy demands on New York for currency.

Length, 28 feet; breadth, 20 feet; with 
organ chamber and large veatry. The altar, 
.^raised by six stcpa from tho nave, has two 
gradinea rising two foot above it. Curtains 
hanp; in folds around the Sanctuary, and 
two itang behind the altar as a doraaal. 
Two wings of yellow oompleto the whole, 
like chancel being lit by the subdued light 



of windows filled with cathedral 
glaas. Following a very old English 
rule, there are on the altar two 
cucharis'io lights and aix vesper lights, but 
this has been somewhat departed from by 
tho addition of two very handsomely carved 
mahogany standard festal lights six feet in 
height, or nine feet in all, with the candles, 
and placed one on each side of the altar. 
The altar candlesticks, crucifix and other 
ornaments have been ordered from England, 
but have not arrived. Tho Kilburn Sister- 
hood, in England, have been working for 
several months on a beautiful altar cloth for 
the church. 

The choir stalls, altar rails, and gradinea 
of polished redwood, beautiful in design, 
are the work of the Sehl, Uustio, Erakine 
Co. A surpliced boys' and men's choir of 
twenty voices were initioted last Sunday, 
and yesterday acquitted themselves most 
creditably under tho leadership of Mr. John 
Godaou, Mr. llookway presiding at the 
organ.

Dr. E. P. Ltiohapelle, who ia chairniau of 
the Quebec Provincial Board of Health, and 
an enthusiastio sanitarian, baa examined the 
Qrosse lale Quarantine Station, and the con 
oliisions to which he comes are very differ- 
ent indeed from those arrived at by Ur. 
Playter. He says, with reapect, to the lut- 
tor gentleman's denunciation of Grosse lale : 

I eonaider these charges without founda- 
tinn. Grosao lale has becQ entirely remod- 
elled since laat autumn and fully equipped. 
The quarantine station ia now equal to any 
in the world for the clliciency of its servict) 
and the accommodation it cim iilTord to de- 
fcainrd paaaengora. Dr. Monlizinib.rt and 
ilia oflioora are oonipetenl for the bervice, 
and the atalion ia ulilo lo cope willi any em 
srgency. Dr. Mont iz unbert ia one of tlin 
■oldeat quartkiitine oliioera in America and is 
'Oonvcraaut with all iletaila. 1 am liappy to 
state that nearly all auieliorationa li.ive 
been aoconipliahed aincc the Hmi. Mr. An- 
■^era aaaumcd charge of tlie dcpii-:- 
mont. Ho haa granted all we \uwc a-k-ii 
for, except the tlcep water wburf. That 
certainly would bo of great convenience, InU 
it is not essential to ihe inn<-r workion of 
the quarantine. 1 regret very iiuich that 
juch unfounded acouaationa should be made. 
'tChcy are of a nature to mislead the public 
>ond make Canada loae the credit it has 
. gained by having a (irat-class laiar.uiliDo. 

■ a'his is too important a iiuestion to bo i)ut 

■ at the whim of the personal interests of uny- 
-one, and should be judged only from the 
-- standpoint of publio interest and science. I 
-■"kave no doubt that any competent andim- 
^partial judge who may visit Grosse Isle 
MW-nld not do otherwise than decUre that in 
Ats preaent atate, when all contrncta are 
finished, it Icavea nothing to be desired. 

This is moat favorable teatimony, and it 
oomee from a well-informed and a competent 
witaesa. His official position niskes it 
' necessary that he should have an intimate 
knowledge of the condition of the St. Law- 
rence quarantine alation uud the profea- 
aional character and altainmenta of the 
resident phyaioian and hia staff. There is 
good reason to believe that he has not 
spoken more highly of the station than it 
dcaervca. 

PUdET SOUND CITIES. 

The San Francisco Argonaut connratu- 
"latea the Puget Sound citiea (of the Slates, 
of course) on the coiiipletinn of the Creal 
Northern Railroad. It takes the oppor- 
tunity to pay compliments to the men of 
the Puget Sound cities which they well do- 
serve and which those nortliof the national 
boundary line may, without laying Iheiu- 
eolvea open to the charge of poaiieuaing too 
great a degree of self esteem, epply to them- 
selvoa and their country. Our lively con- 
temporary says : 

In manv respects, the So^nd has advan- 
tacea ovef San Kraucisoo. Ibe oibiee are the 
c uural outlet of the largoafc body of inland 
navigable water in the world. The Archi- 
,,ela"o of WaHhiugton IB aurrounded by lu- 
oxhu^liblo forests of excellent lumber. 
Back of the foreata, and mixed in with 
them is admirable farm land, which will 



Along the ahorea oi t ie i"'""" 
of coal, which have thus far been acratche.l 
only, though tliey are producing aomet nng 
iL aniiUion tons a yoar of merchantable 
i ooftl. Such a country ia aure to aettle u,.. 
rapidly; when it doea, a demand will arise 
or t^^ producta of all the Pacific countriea 
aud e-^l^ngea will apnng up which nvi 1 
cWoemploymout to fleets ol vesae Is. Al- 
ready the people of the Sound are planning 
lines o steamors to the ialands, Japan an. 
rMni They propose not only to almke ofl 
R I, donendenoo upon this city for Kasterii 
2 foreign good.. Cb to hold themaelve, 
In «adi3s to aupply us with these goods. 

If the editor'of the Argonaut had the 
viitlos of BritlBh Columbia in hia mind he 
would have used the past Icnac instead of 
the present progressive, and lie would have 
^boken of accomplished facts instead of pro- 



jeots which are only planned and proposed. 
Aftur paying a well deserved compliment to 
the enterprise, the plaok and the inteUigenoe 
of "Jim Hill," the Argonaut goes on to 

say : 

The Pngel, Sound cities are peopled by the 
brighteat and moat ambitious young men of 
the Kaat. They wore there beeauae they aaw 
v\ hat enterprise would aecuinpiiati for u region 
80 remarkably advantaged by nature. When 
they h.id pitched their tcuta they realized 
that their hopes could not be fulfilled uulcaa 
every man in the place put hia shoulder to 
the wheel and all worked together for the 
future of their aectiouof the country. Thua, 
whenever u cominenduble enterprise is pre- 
sented to their notice, money and labor are 
forthcoming to put it through. No one in 
the Puget Sound country sits down on his 
money ; ib is kept in motion ; no one will 
own an idle dollar." 

Does the Argonaut in thia do more than 
juatico to the mcu of all tlio Puget .Sound 
cities ? Can the business men on thia aide 
of the line apply this praise to themselves ? 
We think they can. 

A TARIFF FUR REVENUE. 

The tariff resolution passed at the Liberal 
Convention was not drawn up for men who 

think and men who remember. Thinking 
men know that the prosperity of a l ouutry 
does not wholly depend upon the trade 
policy it adopts. Countries have been pros- 
perous under all kinds of fiscal syatciiia. 
The United States, under protection, pros' 
pered marvellously, and the growth of Great 
Britain iu wealth, since ahc adopted a policy 
of free tra(ie, haa been the wnder of the 
world. And ao of other countries; a turitl' 
for revenue haa not prevented trade depres- 
aion, neither haa high protection insured 
continuous and uniform prosperity. 

Thoae who remember, when they read the 
Liberal resolution, smile to see a protective 
lai ill' coudeinncd on the very same grounda 
aa a revenue taritl' was rejected by the 
people of the Dominion fifteen years ago. 
Previous to 1878 Canada bad a revenue 
tari£r. But the people did not prosper under 
it. From Cape Breton to Yanoouver Island 
there waa a complaint of hard timca. 
Liberals and Cenaervativea declared that 
the country was going to tho dogs 
that property waa depreciating in value, 
and that the inhabitants of the country 
were leaving it in orowds. The term 
"exodiis'' was then found to be the only 
word that at all adequately expreaaed tho 
loss which the population of Canada waa 
then suffering from the operation of a tariff 
for revenue. It was loudly aaaerted that 
the then trade policy of the country admin- 
istered by the Liberal party had done 
" great pubKo and private injury," and it 
wua confidently predicted that "theao evils 
niuaC continue to grow so long as tlie (tlieu) 
preaent tariff system remains in force." 
Thoae who advocated a change maintained 
that the tariff for revenue was "radically 
unsound and unjust to the masses of the 
people," and that its continuation would be 
ruinous to the countiy. -So convinced were 
the people of Canada that a tariff for 
revenue waa not suited to their circum- 
stances that they, by a very large majority, 
rnturned men to Parliament to change it to 
a tariff moderately protective. Do the 
Liberals imagine that the old tarliT which, 
by the way, they found it necoasary to 
rai.se, will do better now than it did tifieen 
years ago. It did not bring good times ; it 
did not keep them when they came. What 
rcaaon ha\« they to believe that it will do 
better now ? 

It is said that thousands have been dia- 
ap))ointed by the operation of the proteclivo 
tarilL Thia ia precisely what waa said in 
Mr. Mclvenzie's time about the tariff for 
revenue. Sir Richard Carbwright must 
smile grimly when he reads Mr. Laurier's 
resolution and sees the same objeotiona 
urged against the protective tariEf as were 
raised against the tariff whose work- 
ing caused him to be known from one end 
of the Doniinion to the other as the " Min- 
ister of Dclicita," He knows, and Mr. 
Laurier knows, that Canada has tried a 
tariff for revenue and it was found to be, for 
the country, the very reverse of a sound 
fiscal policy. 

GERMAN SOCIALISM. 

The progrcs.s which the (ierman Social- 
ists have made has alarmed the conserva- 
tive element, not in Germany alone, but in 
the whole of Europe. The triumph of So- 
cialism, it is believed, means the subversion 
of society and the introduction of anarchy. 
IlnuiBtbe remembered that Socialism ia 
not a political ayatem alone. It haa its 
peculiar code of morula and it is, if not anti- 
Christian, non-Christian. Of course, there 
arc Soeialists of many kinds, among Ihcm 
Socialists who are State Socialiats and no- 
thing else, and there ia a section of them 
which cidl thcniselvea (Christian Socialiats. 
These laat are, for llie moat piirl, amiable 
ntliusiaats who are Socialiata in theory 
alone. In practice the greater number of 
them are as scrupulous observers of the con 
ventionalities and the proprieties as the 
most orthodox. If by any chance these 
Christian Socialists were required to carry 
out their principles loi;iealiy into practice, 
we have -in idea that they would very soon 
get thoroughly disgusted with Socialism, as 
it is understood by the ordinary Socialist, 
It ia juat now very little moro than a fad. 

The Sooialiam which ia aproading in Ger- 
many ia very different indeed from that pro- 
fuastd by the kid-gloved, delicately-nur- 
tured, Christian Socialist of England and 
America. And ib is evidently the Sooialism 
whiuh is bound to grow in continental 
l']urope. The political principles of those 
Socialists are embodied in tho programme 
approved by the national convention that 
waa held iu ICrfurl ill 1891. Those 'are its 
principal points : 

Uaivetsul suffrage, male and female, 
direct election by secret ballot, ono man ono 
vote, and biennial parliaments. 
The initiative and referendum. 
Annual revision of taxes. 
Compulsory attendance at secular national 
Bchoola, and free education, free books 
and free dinners for pupils, as well as 



for deserving stndenta at higher institn- 

tioDB. 

Local self-government, and the election of 
all public otncials by the people. 

Universal military training for national 
defence, instead of a standing army. 

Parliamentary control of tho question of 
peace uud war. 

The settlement of international disputes 
by arbitration. 

Free apeeoli, free presa and free aasocia- 
tion. 

Separation of church and atate. 

Free justice, freo legal advice and an 
elective judiciary, 

The abolition of capital punishment, the 
eatabliahment of criminal courta of appeal 
and compensation for persona unjustly ao- 
ouacd, arrested or condemned. 

Freo medical aaaiatance for tho sick and 
free disposal of the dead. 

Graduated incohie, property and sucoes- 
aion taxes. 

The abolition of indirect taxes, duties 
and class privileges. 

National and international legislation for 
tho protection of the working classes and 
State insurance for workingmen with work- 
men ahaiing in its management. 

An unbroken period of rest of at least 
thirty-si.x hours per week lor every work- 
iugman. 

The tbonghbful reader sees that German 
sooialism is another name for paternalism. 
According to it the State is everything and 
the individual nothing. The system of 

Government which makca every lawyer, 
every doctor and every undertaker a publio 
aervanr, compelled by the couatitutiou to 
give hia servicea free of charge to every ono 
who needs them, niuat, iu many other re- 
apects, be very different indeed from the 
one under which men in all iMvilized coun- 
triea live in these days. The adoption of 
this procramme by the most democratic 
country in existence would create a revolu- 
tion in every department of tho slate, and 
would pave the way for changes even moro 
sweeping, 

Tho Socialists express themaelvea con- 
fident of the ultimate triumph of their prin- 
ciplea, and the growth of thair ayalem in 
Germany givea them great encouragement. 
They boast that more than two million 
votes were polled for their candidates at 
tho late election, It will be remembered 
that they had candidates in almoat every 
conatituoncy — where they had a fighting 
chance and where they had not. The object 
of this is now seen. They wanted to tind out 
how strong they are in the country, and the 
plan has evidently worked well. One of 
their leaders said, a few days ago, that they 
expected to have forty-six or forty-seven 
repreeentatives in the Reichstag. 

In France, Belgium, Italy and the other 
countries of continental Borope, tho Social- 
ists are increasing rapidly. Many of them 
are found in England and America, but 
Socialism does not flourish in countries 
which are really free and prosperous. Tho 
man who owns property, who has some- 
thing to lose, does not readily turn So- 
cialist.

Rev. Albert Roper Roams will return to 

Merced in a fortnight's time, in charge ot 
Sheriff C. A. H. Warfield ond accompanied 
by Sergeant Walker, of the Victoria city 
police, who will then be on vacation leave 
and who has promised the additional pro- 
tection from mob violence that Mr. Reama 
expresses himself aa an.xioua to seoure. The 
extradition proceedinpa yesterday proved ft 
complete victory for the prosecution whero 
they related to the original charge, and de- 
veloped two— as far as the general public 
was concerned — unexpected features. Miss 
Rucker changed front completely and her 
evidence, instead of shielding, was dead 
against the preacher-prisoner. The sojond 
surprise was the laying of a fresh informa- 
tion, the papers in which arrived from Uali- 
forniu Wednesday evening, and upon which 
Reams waa arraigned in the afternoon, 
charced with rapr, February last being act 
as the dale of I lie offence and Miss Ruckor 
being namrd m the victim. 

The court room, in the morning, proved 
far too Kmall to accommodate the crowd 
gathered to listen to the story of the 
"olopenieut , " and, though the audionco was 
extremely orderly during the progress of 
the hearing, once outside the court houau 
their opinions found energetic exprea.sion in 
language which Mr. Reama would not cure 
to have heard. Mr. Justice Drake presided, 
Mr. Lindh-y Crease prosecuting, and 
Messrs, J, Stuart Yutes aud W. J. Taylor 
representing Beams in the abduction trial. 
In the subsequent proceedings he waa unde- 
fended. 

On the abduction information, William 

A. Rucker, the father of the girl, and ap- 
parently a younger man than Reams, was 
the principal wilneaa and the only one call- 
ed for the prosecution, except Sheriff War- 
field, who pruduuod the warrant for the ap- 
prehension of the prisoner in California, and 
Sergeant Walker, who made the arrest. 

Air. Rucker swore positively to his daugh- 
ter's age, staling that he waa present at her 
birth, on September i, 1S77, und that she 
is, therefore, not yet aixtcfu. He produced 
no records of birth registration, and this 
point was made the moat of by the defence, 
who rested their entire case upon the fact of 
Misa Lucy's age. Mr. Taylor, in fact, de- 
clined to croaa-exaniino any witnesa, iniiina- 
ting that he intended to ask for un adjourn- 
ment aa ho had wired for copies of the re- 
cords, by which he expected to contradict 
the statement of age, but, had not yet re- 
ceived the documenta, the necessary time 
not having elapsed. 

" You may make application for an ad- 
journment it you wish," waa the answer of 
the Court, "but I cannot see my way clear 
to grant it. The father's evidence is 
direct and sufficient; it is better than the 
production of tiie record of registration — for 
he was present at the child's birth. If you, 
Mr. Taylor, have any evidence hero that 
you wish to present, I will receive it, but 
the cuso cannot be delayed unnecessarily, t 
am not trying the case; I am aimply deter 
mining if a prima facie case ia made out 
sufficiently strong to warrant me in handing 
over the prisoner to the California authori- 
ties. Before their courts ha will make hia 
defence." 

In vain Mr, Taylor offered to quote both 
authority and precedent in defence of his 
stand fur the superiority of documentary 
evidence; the Court would not admit the 
necessity of delay, and finally Mr. Taylor 
announced that ho would call a witm-a-a, 
and only one — the girl herself. 

" Her evidence as to her age must, at 
best, be only hearsay," was Hi^ Lordship's 
comment 

Miss Ruckfr took the witness box in the 
same costume in which ahe left Merced, and 
which she has worn almost ever since. Her 
first answers showeil lur an t Jgoiiislio to the 
defence, and when forced to admit that alio 
had stated her >igo to be seventeen when 
asked by Mr. Vales, she explanicd that she 
had been so "excited and upaet" ahe didn't 
know what she was saying. .She remem- 
bered now that she wasn't sixteen. 

With the progress of her examination 
Reams' hopes fell to 7."ro, for he had count 
ed on her unqualiliid aupport — "her tin 
dying love," aa he expressed it. Bui not 
seeing or talking to him, Miss Ijiicy had 
changed her mind, and she will now do her 
best to make Iroiible for her former pastor. 

In the abduction case the decision of the 
court was remanding Reams back to jiil for 
fifteen days, in which, if any important evi 
denco develops, his Uwyera nre at liberty to 
ajiply fjr a hearing under habea-i rorpii.i. At 
the expiration of the fortnight the prisoner 
ia to bii delivered to Sheriff VVatfield for re- 
turn to California. 

Ihe second charge was heard in the after- 
noon, court offioiala, repri'SHiitativis of tin 
press und the parties inlere/ited licing thi 
only audience. Reams took voliiininou^ 
notes of the evidence and endeavored to 
appear at ease, thouyh Ilia show of uncon- 
cern was not an un(|ualitic'd Hucocsa. 'Vhv 
witnossea were Mr. Rucker, .Sheriff Warfi(drl 
and Mi.sa Lucy, and ihi' contentirin w.ia thai 
in February last Reama had admlnl.'iiercd u 
drug to tlio girl di-priviii;; her of ciiiiscioua- 
neaa, and Hint while ahe wan iii.senaible the 
inic charged had lieen committed. 

Mr. Ruck('r briefly narrated thocirctun- 
stances of hia clauguier'.a completo jirostra 
tion in February, which he could nolncconiit 
for at the time, thoueh he did not sui-poc 
Reama of being in any way concerned 
Whenever ho was ob'iged to refer to the 
prisoner tho father spoko with especial bit- 
terness. 

" Wo had every conQdenco in thia gen- 
tleman Mr. Reams," he explained, " un<l 
he was a frequent visitor at our homo. He 
was the pastor of our church — a gentleman 
— a Christian minister of the Qospel, and I 
thought my children were as safe with him 
at with their mother or their lirother 
When Lnoy was taken so ill, the lirat pur- 
son to call was Mr, Beams. He exprcaaed 
his extreme solioltude and sat by her bed- 
side and talked for hours — it was o pastor's 
privilege. While she was ill, too, he sent 
her or..n(/e8, and fancy cakes and lota of 
little knick-knacka like that— though we 
thought nothing of ii at tin.' timo, except 
that he waa very kind and thoughtful. 

" Reams first of all pleaded, wiih tears in 
his eyea, thai the girl be perndtterl to act 
as his organist ; then he had her -copying 
out hia old aerniona thai lie wanted to keep, 
in a boidi, and then ahe was \vriling for the 
little monthly church pupor — the Merced 
lOpworth Molhodiat— and he would look 
over her manuscript to see that it waa all 
right. Ho fre<iuently accompanied her homo 
from church or prayer meeting, through 
courtesy, he said, knowing that I didn't 
want her to bo out on tho atreots alone." 

On tho conclusion of Mr. Ruckor's exam- 
ination, Reams was asked, as utiual, if be 



wished to put any questions, but was imnic- 
diatoly interrapted by tho witness, who ex- 
claimed Indignantly : 

" I don't want that man to ask me any- 
thing; I won't; answer him." 

" J can quite understand your feelings," 
said JudgH Drake ;" but the prisoner has 
leg'il rights which I must see respected." 

Reams, however, decided not to cross- 
e!i.ainino. 

The ovidenco of the girl herself was given 
with extreme hesitation ttb first, but later 
nioro freoly. Sho claimed that she had been 
completely unconscirus in tho pastor's study 
on the Monday in February referred to by 
her father, losing her smises immediately after 
eating of some fruit nfldred her by Reams. 
What happened her during the period of 
her UDConsoiouaness she could not say ; 
afterwards, after she had regained her 
health. Reams told her she was disgraced, 
and that he woald have to leave Merced 
and she must go vrlib bim. He said that 
her home wonid "soon become a perfect 
hell," and that she would be shunned by 
sooiety — that she had disgraced herself, her 
sex and the church. 

" He told me a great many more falsn- 
boods, too," she concluded, "and that's how 
I'm bare DOW." 

But aho denied that Beams had at any 
time mauo any improper overtures to her, 
and at this the prisoner's conSdenco re- 
turned. He tilted buck in hia chair and 
winked a very unclerical wink for the bene- 
fit of the reporters. 

Tho case made out in the second charge 
waa un(i»e8tioiiably weak, anil Hia Lordship 
iiitiniatcd as mucli, while e.xpreaaing hia 
willingness to granl a. remand if it wua 
thought evidence could bo aceured corrohor- 
Htiiig llio suBplcioiia of the prosecution. 
Counsel for the praai culioa sairl he would 
make un effort to aveuro additional fasts, 
and the e usi; waa accordingly remanded 
until tho ,'il)i h inatuiit. 

After the hearing Miss Rucker intiiiritnd 
that she would like tn .^ec tlie Coi.om>t re- 
porter, und in conversation touched upon 
lier atufieHof the ca.iu given when the ;irrest 
was lirat iniule. 

" It wo.a ju.at the saine as what I told Mr. 
Vates," alie explained, " I didn't know what 
I was .aaying while I wua under that man's 
influence. I said what he wanted ma to, I 
suppose, But what I've said to-day ia 
the real truth, and nothing but the truth,"

Thia teaches us the folly of leaving to 
others tho work which ia fairly ours, 
Often wo have been guilty of leaving misery 
unrelieved beciuae the one in need was cot 
clamorous for relief. The man that waa 
robbed could not eit up to prove his need, 
80 ho waa Lcglected by tho priest and 
Levite. The nei d ia of ten greatest where 
least ia asked. .A mun may Ijc lying ill on 
the roadaide ; hut wu any, poasibiy he is 
drunk, und without ii,i|uiry we " jiasa by 
on tho other side,'' unit the man diea. Is 
there not guilt at our door '! 

We n ad of famine in India, and a oill 
for help ; we put tlio paper awuy and pass 
by on the other side, Siying, I will wait till 
aoini! one c.iUh for subscription. " The 
heathen Chinee " ia in our city ; they need 
knowledge of tho way of Biilvalion ; but we 
say we have enough to do to help ou'selves ; 
we pass by on the other side. WnatwiB 
the Liuvite for, but to give help just to euch 
aa the man who fell among thieves ? A' d 
what arc we Chrihtians fur, if not to help 
othera to Chiist"; It ia not rein- 
'ionship that nivca love, but love givea re- 
lationahip. The tiuo neighbor is tho man 
who haa a compassionute heart, Where 
this ij wanting, it matters but little wli.- 
ther a man lives next d lor, or is iv meiiilier 
of the same church, or chili, or Bociety ; ho 
will do but little in acting the part of n 
neighbor in the time of need. Love does 
not say ; What claim lias tliat man on me ? 
but, What cin I do to hcl[) him in hia dis- 
trenB ',' Clirisi's iiiiaH-er to the nueation ; 
"ffow shall I inherit eternal life';" is, 
" Love 113 the Samuritan (lid. " Not that a 
man rccoive.a el ernid life as a reward for 
doing good by helping otiier.s ; but by 
loving Mieo, he enters into that relation 
to them which ia eternal lite, the only 
eternal relation poseiblo with men. Tho 
teat which the npostlo gives of aulvation is 
juso tlii.s love : " We know that we have 
passed from death to love, hccauso we love 
the brethren" Let us not waste time ask-

Ue volution In Chili— Kevolutlonary Plot lu 
Sau Domingo— Troubles In Son 
Salvador. 

Valpahaiso, June !22.— General Lima's 
army has thoroughly routed General Sara- 
ivu'a revolutionary farces. iSaraiva'a army 
waa composed of 900 men. They were un 
prepared for tho assault of the government 
troops und fled without making much rc- 
aiatanco. They aie now at ]>om Pedrito. 
Lima waa unable to pursue them because ho 
had no cavalry. A largo body of revolu- 
tionists ia now bcinu' inaaaed along tho 
Uruguayan frontier. They will invade Rio 
Grnnde do Sul aa soon as they receive 
orders. 

Pa^.ima, Colombia, Juno 22 — iS'ewafroni 
Santo Domingo, dated June I'J, saya that 
t'eesidcnt Heureux has discovered a now 
revolutionary plot. A quantity of arms 
and ammunition was found in the houau of 
Franciaco A. Guilor, who was imprisoned 
by tho order of the President. Guilor'a ac- 
complice, the Spanish consul, was expelled 
from the country. 

I'rancisco Medina, president of the Bank 
of Nicaragua, has received a telegram un- 
nouncing'that a revolution has been begun 
against President Ezsta in Salvador. All 
the banks in San Salvador have suspended 
business and will remain closed nntil peace 
haa been reaiored. This revolution is not 
unexpected. Its leaders are suppoaed to be 
Jacinto Catell, formeily minister from San 
Salvador in Washington ; Gen. Luciano 
Hernandez, Gen. Perez, prominent citizen 
ot Santa Ana, and Lizardo Liteno, ex-gov- 
ernor of Siin Miguel, and Tundnro Zaldivar. 
All of these supposed leaders have been ex- 
iles in GuateiiKila, aud if they started the 
revohitiou they nuiat have found their way 
secretly into San S.dvador.

ISritiah department of every international 
exhibition situ;u the late Prince Consort 
oraaniz' d the Crystal Palace K.xbibilion in 
bS.'jl, and has received decorations from 
I'Vance and other countriea for hia services 
in promoting the auccesa of the British ex- 
hibita at World'a fairs. It is broadly liinted 
that considerable wire pulling waa done by 
.Messrs. Dredge and Harria to aecure their 
own appointment aa conmussioners, and 
that the present trouble in the eomndssinn 
ia largely due to tho fact that they realize 
that Sir Henry Wood has done the lion's 
share of the work in connection with the 
British department, and is conaefpiently 
likely to reap tho bulk of the glory.

It has been learned that prior to tho ex- 
plosion a gentleman and two workmen were 
seen near tho house of Cuatillo. The gentle- 
man disappeared a few nunutea before the 
erplosion occurred. It is believed that the 
workman who was killed by the explosion 
carried a number of bdmbs charged with 
dynamite and lar^o bullets, and that it was 
their intention to distribute them iu various 
parts .of the uity. It .is oonjeotured from 
the fuse of tho bomb that the one causing 
tho firat explosion burned much more rapid- 
ly than the conspirators calculated, and that 
tho shook of the explosion caused the 
bombs carried by ono of tho workmen to 
explode, blowing his body into fragments. 
The dead man waa a printer, and anarchist 
documents belonging to the well-known 
anarchist, Ernesto Alvarez, were found in 
his pockets. It ia believed that ho was a 
victim of his own diabolical designs. A 
letter dated at Barcelona was also found, 
advising the recipient to uso the utmost 
caution in carrying out tho plana ontruated 
to him. Alvarez had been previoualy ar- 
rested for connection with anarchist plots, 
but managed to escape conviction. 



MADRID EXPLUSIONS. 

Further Aeeldents ami In,jurles Keported— 
The Bomb Evidently Went Off 
Prematurely. 

Madrid, Juno 22.— As a reault of the 
dynamite explosion neor the house of ex- 
Prime Miniater Castillo, in addition to tho 
damage already reported and the lo.ia of life 
and personal injurioa, tho shock partly 
wrecked a building near by, in which a 
circus performance waa in progress, causing 
a panio. Tho grandaon of tho Maniuia of 
Havana, preaident of the senate, waa hit by 
a piece of tho falling ceiling and ao badly 
injured that ho will die, and tho aon of tho 
iManiuia of (Jetadeleat wua trampled to 
ileatli by the pauio-atricken throng. Seven 
others were badly hurt in the crash, and a 
larfte number lens seriously injured. It ia 
helievetl that the explosion was tho work of 
Barcelona dynamiters, tho rovolutioniata 
there being active of late, A number of 
arreits, it ia aaid, will be made, chiefly 
among men employed in printing ofrieea 
devoted to the publication ol anarchiatic 
documents.

CANADIAN CATTLE. 

The .Mleroaeoide Examlmitlon of the Lungs of 
Infected Animals. 

London, June 22. — Mr. Ohaplin ques- 
tioned President Gardner of tho Board of 
Agriculture in the House of Commons, last 
night, with a view to ascertaining whether 
the board of officials are unanimous that 
none of the lungs of the Canadian cattle 
umlor suspicion were affected with plcuro- 
pneumoniii. President Gardner refused to 
say whether the exports were unanimous, 
but said that in two cases tho indication of 
discaac would have justified the slaughter of 
the unimala aa a matter of precaution, if the 
cattle were home slock. Regarding the 
auapected animals which arrived on the 
ateamahip Lake Winnipeg, sections of 
the lungs would bo microscopically exam- 
ined and the results made known io a 
fow days. Mr. Chaplin asked whether 
the length of timo,taken was not moat un- 
usual. President Gardner replied that this 
was Dot an ordinary case, as it affected tho 
whole Canadian cattle trade with Groat 
Britain.
